Storer's soul had entered the spirit 
realm.

be was lil, although be had been con- 
fined to his dome on Shawmut avenue, 


Boston, for about two weeks. Friend 
met friend and told of the loss all had 
sustained in parting with the bodily 
penoa of thelr beloved friend. Tears 
ell coploualy, heart achea were pre- 
valent and life for a time seemed be: 
dimned with a covering bard to be 
penetrated by mortal vision. Those 
who had been wont to see the beaatifal, 
patriarchal, soal-bearing face of the 
genial dostor for the past two yeare, 
after recovering from the ehock that 
the fret news conveyed to them, soon 
recalled a eomewhat feeble frame, as 
partial loes of the vigor of earller 
timee, yet a continuence of the hopeful 
smile, the expression of the cheering 
word, and tbe comforting tritate he 
always bad for those In afi! соп and 
troable. They bad never tovaght that 
Dr. Storer would be taken from thelr 
visible association; be seemed blessed 
with the elixir of life, and one would 
have soon tboggbt of bidding farewell 
to the daylight as to tbls grand repre- 
sentative of nature's noblemen, this 
hilantbropie Spiritaalist and kind 
riend.

Hudson's Law of Psychic Phe- 
nomena. 


A REVIEW: 


REY. A. J. WEAVER, 


Hudson's book with the above title 
has lately come under my observation. 
It professes to be a refutation of Spir- 


itualism. It is во free from ridicule, во 
gentle in spirit, and so calm in tone 
that it is liable to mislead many who 
would really like to Know whether 
Spiritualism has any basis In fact, and 
who, through the inflaence of this book, 
pane be deterred from an investiga- 
on. 

At the very outset he admits the re- 
ality of all the phenomena on whi:h 
Splritualists rest their claim. He says 
some mediums, when they fail to pro- 
duce the phenomena because of unfa- 
vorable conditions, resort to fraud, but 
these are the exception. Outside of 
these frauds lie the great maas of phe- 
nomena, not to admit the reality of 
which is evidence, not of skepticlgm but, 
of ignorance. Hence he haa no conten- 
tion with Spirituallata as to the genu- 
Ineness of the objective facts. It is as 
tothe source of these facta that he 
takes issue. 

He claims that all the so-called mani- 
festations of spirits proceed from minds 
In the flesh. 

In order to make this evident he 
takes the position that the mental man 
Is dual or possesses two minds, one of 
which he calla the objective, the other 
the subjective mind. The objective 
mind includes the senses and possesses 
a memory and a reason. Tae subjec- 
tive mind includes our instincts or in- 
tuitions and all our emotions, also a 
memory of ita own and deductive rea- 
soning; and is sasceptible to sugges- 
tion and impression, not only from the 
objective mind bit from other minds. 
Of the subjective mind and ita impres- 
sions and of the producta of ita opera- 
tions, we are toa great extent uncon- 
seicas. It is from the unconsclous sub- 
je ziſve mind, either of the medium or 
of others that all the phenomena of 
Spiritaalizm proceed. 

He does not attempt to prove thia. 
He does not claim it has been proven. 
He dces not state it аз a demonstrated 
fact. He simply assumes і: as “a work- 
ing hypothesis.“ 

Neither does he offer апу reason in 
nature for dividiag msn into two 
minda. Не las down no general prin 
ciple oz natural law which calls for 
such division. With him it see na to be 
purely arbitrary, wholly mechanical. 
Why then does he do it? He does it to 
secure “a working hypothesis" which 
will aeeount for all phases of the phe- 
nomena. 

He then takes up the phenomena In 
detail and attempta to show by facta 
that they, withoat exception, have 
their soaree in the subjective mind, 
either of the mediam, or of otkera, 
present or absent, and of which they 
are generaliy urconecioas. 

He first takes hypnotism. He treats 
of ita three phazes under the three 
heads of the mesmerie theory, the 
Braid theory and the Naney school; 
and shows that in them all the source

found, and afterwards was found, is 
located. This would seem as good evi- 
dence in favor of spirit interposition. 
Bat Hudson's theory is that, at the mo- 
ment of death, the son’s mind, uncon- 
sciouely and involuntarily, impressed 
the fact of the accident upon the un- 
conscious mind of the mother, and this 
impression was transferred from the 
mother to the medium without the 
knowledge of either. He admits there 
ig no proof of this. He simply aa- 
sames it. 

He aleo gives the following: A col- 
ored preacher was on board a railway 
train in a passive state of mind when 
suddenly he heard the words “wreck,” 
"wreck"; frightened he rushed to the 
door and leaped from the train. The 
cara went on in safety to their destina- 
tion but the next train waa wrecked 
near the spot where the man made the 
leap. An overhanging boulder, having 
been loosened by the daily jar of traina, 
fellupon the track. To account for 
this warning Hudson says the preach- 
er’s mind in some way not fully known 
became uncosaciousiy impressed with 
the fact that the bou'der was loose and 
danger was imminent, and that part of 
hia mind, which lies below conscious- 
ness, exclaimed “wreck, wreck.” How 
these words could be pronounced with- 
ont physical organa he does not ex- 
plain. 

In automatic writing the medium’s 
hand is used independently of hia own 
volition, to write that of which he ig 
wholly ignorant. Hudson's theory із 
that the medium haa two minda, one of 
which can carry on consciously a con- 
versation with a sitter, while the other 
mind unconsciously writes; and the 
two minds during the time are aa in 
dependent of each other as the minds 
of two distinct persons. The idea that 
the real author of the writing is a epir- 
it comes from suggestion, either from 
self or from the unconacious minda of 
others. 

In tab'e tipping his theory ia that the 
mind possesses a secret and unknown 
power which can move physical onjecta 
and answer questions independent of 
the medium’s conscious powers. In 
slate- writing it is the same power com- 
ing either from the mind of the medi- 
um or the sitter?but unknown to either. 

In materiallzatlon his theory would 
be that the minds, either of the medi 
umor of the eitters, or both, without their 
knowledge and without volition, can 
and do unconeciously create material 
Ízed bodies and speak and act through 
them; these unconscious minda being 
eelf-deceived by imagining that they 
are apirita instead of belonging, as they 
really do, to those present іп the flesh. 
When my wife came to me in a materi- 
alized body this theory would take the 
ground that there ia a part of myself of 
whose ex'atence I am totally Ig iorant 
and uneons:loas, and that this unknown 
part of myself, by ita own self, ballt up 
her body and те »res?nted [teeif aa her 
spirit. What she told me waa already 
in my mind though I had never been 
еопат1опя of it. 

In the same way he accounts for all 
the “miracles” of the Biole and all the 
spirit manifestations of the ages ва re- 
corded in history. 

It [а very eazy to see why the author 
ia го willing to admit the reality of the 
great balk of paychie phenomena. 

Histheory ia mainly imaginary by 
his own edmiseion, and It can һе made 


£ | to cover the moet startling аз easily аа 


the moet simple of apirit manifesta- 
Чопа. If God or the devil or epirita 
made a revelation to earth It can al- 
жау? te explained by the simple as- 
amption of Mr. Hadaon’a theory. This 
theory simply makes it [mpoeelble for 
the other world to eommunieate with 
this. It mattera not how etrocg the 
evidenee or how convine ng the pte- 
nomena whieh the apirit world pro- 
daces, they all сап be toeeed aside with- 
oat even an Investigation. It la eim-

my watch, which was a ‘precious gift 
from my mother; and I did not miss it 
till my return home. Suppose through 
а medium some intelligence whicb 
claimed to be my mother во dlacribed 
the location that I went and easily 
found my watch. Certainly this is 
strong evidence of my mother’s prea- 
ence. But the Ingenlue theory of Had- 
воп assumes that a certain part of my 
mind which I never knew I possessed, 
kept track of my watch and ітргеввеа 
upon the mediu.1 “a whereabouts. 

Some one haa said ire r^ople on the 
other side have rights auu i ic of those 
is the right to be heard. But Mr. Hud- 
son’s theory makes It impossible for 
them to exercise that right. 

According to science an investigator 
has a right to assume a hypothesis as 
the cause of a certain phenomenon, bat 
that phenomenon falls in the end un- 
less proven or If any more reasonable 
cause із agsomed. Mr. Hudson admits 
his theory has not К been proven. Is 
there any other theory more simple 
and more reasonable? Yes, the spirit 
theory. There ia nothing yet día 
covered which accounts for the eclipses 
except the motion of the heavenly 
bodies; nothing which accounts for the 
tides, but lunar attraction; nothing 
which accounts for the fact that the 
laat thing we sea on an outgoing vea- 
gel Іа the tops of the maste, except the 
rotundity of the earth; nothing which 
accounta for day and night, but the 
daily revolution of the earth; nothing 
which accounts for the change of sea- 
gone, but the Inclination of the earth’s 
axis to the plane of ita orbit. Bat none 
of these apply to mach of the psychic 
phenomena. 

Take slate-writing. The message on 
the slate bears the name of a spirit in 
Ма own hand-writing, purporting to 
come from the spirit world. He who 
declares thia name a false one must 
bring evidence to prove ites. The bur- 
den of proof reste on him who denies 
that the message la what it claima to 
be a message from the ерігі land. Bat 
Mr. Hudson bringe no evidence to over- 
throw this claim. Neither doea he 
bring or profess to bring any evidence 
to support hia theory. 

I have just as much right to assume 
that there Іа a man іп the moon who 
did the writing aa he to aaaume there is 
a mind inside of mind the existence of 
which hag never been discovered, 
which did it. I have as much right to 
assume there із an Odier force in natare 
which writes, аа Reichenbach did a 
quarter of а century ago. I have aa 
much right to assume, aa Christians de, 
that there із a devil who does It, or aa 
Jeaua did that God 18 the source of It. I 
might imagine many ways by which 
the writing coald be done which are 
much more reasonable and eeneíble and 
simple than by Hudson's theory. 

Hud zon claims that because peychle 
phenomena, like hypnotlam and clair- 
voyance have their origin on earth, 
therefore all paychle phenomena are 
mundane. He might ва well claim that 
because the land with ita rivera and 
lakes are the source of much of the 
o fature which ríeea and condenses In- 
to rair, therefore It [a the source of all 
rain’al!: practically denying that the 
ocean la the chief source of the molatore 
in the air. 


Even If It should be demonstrated 
that minda In the flesh poseesa other 
minda within of which they are ancon- 
сопгсіопа ; and that these other minda 
are able to move tables, write on alates 
and produce all the modern paychiec 
phenomena ; in other worda grant Had- 
son'e theorgy true go far aa the phe- 
nomena la eoneerned, even that would 
not overthrow Splrituallam. 

If aptr ta In the fesh сап do such 
worka Ít la reasonable to eo1elade that 
aptrita oat of the fereh ean do the same. 
Finding oat that peychie power la na- 
tive to tbe haman goal la not an argau- 
ment agalr at so mach aa Ít la In favor 
of spirit Intereoaree. What apíríta can 
produce before, It la reaaonable to eon

Abusing Inanimate Objects.

Every object handled by human 
agency partakes of an aura or в mag- 
netic Influence, whích betraya to the 
paychometrlat or geneltlve the charac- 
ter of the Individual whcse eura ів most 
potently manifested or which 18 pre- 
dominant In that object, whatever Ite 
nature. 

Fresh from the factory an article 
conveys no particular or special in- 
flaence, unless the maker'a name fa of 
gufüiclent power to aura'ze it, which 
makes him the object paychometrized 
ог “read.”

Bat ifelmply passive the old 
individaality does not become dislodged 
and the strange hand only di&turbe It 
аз anew driver does a tean of horses 
yet unacquainted with him. 

It looks Ике euperatition to gee a lo- 
comotive engineer pitting hia engine, 
telling her to behave or make good 
time. Bat to the student of Influences 
it la quite natural, knowing the good 
effect, magnetically, this haa on the 
working of the various parta—though 
the engineer only feels Intaitively that 
it does good.

Electricity as a Heater. 


Attention has been drawn from time 
to time in these columns to the new 
method of heating by electr'city. No 
force in nature has ever made such 
rapid strides in utility as the subtle 
agency now pounding away at the door 
of progress. That it should supercede 
the present methods of heating build- 
ings is as logical аз that it shonld be- 
come а charm and convenience in illu- 
mination. The objection heretofore has 
been principally on the ground of econ- 
omy, but 16 is now claimed by a New 
England company, which is Inaugurat- 
ing the new system, that the cost is 
no higher, all things considered, than 
any other good system, while the con- 
venlences are manifold and suggestive 
of improvements far reaching and ben: 


eficial. 
Health, safety, adaptability, cleanli- 


ness, and control are among the points 
in its favor. The system can be used 
anywhere that electric connection can 
be obtained, and the economy is felt in 
the amount of electricity used, heat- 
ivg only euch rooms ав аге needed and 
shutting off the heat in other rooms 
which method in heating systems now 
1п vogue does not materially reduce the 
amount of fuel used. There will be no 
dirt or dust, no escaping gas, no burnt 
air, no handling of coal and ashes, no 
chimneys required, no defective fiues, 
no attendance required, no waste of 
fuel. This will operate to reduce insur- 
ance rates and the cost will depend on 
the cost of producing the general cur- 
rent of electricity. 

These are the features which will 
800n do &way with the present cumber- 
gome apparatus for heating our homes, 
factoriee, and workshops.

The Raine’s Sunday Law in 
New York. 


The farce of legislating above the 
public pulse, as it applies to the liquor 
traffic, has taken a serious turn in New 
York State in the provisions of the 
Raine’s Sanday Jaw which went Into 
effect on the 5th inst. and was general- 
ly observed throughout the State. In 
New York City it was said to be the 
dryest Sunday on record. The unique 
feature of this law, which in a single 
day did more to close the saloons than 
all previous enactments, is the simple 
requirement that all blinds and screens 
shall be removed from the windows, so 
that an unobstructed view of the bar 
and fixtures or the interior may be ob- 
tained, In consequence of this a single 
policeman is able to keep every saloon 
on his beat tightly closed, because he 
can see all that goes on inside. 

The probability is that great antag- 
onism will be aroused against the law 
for all this, snd there can be no doubt 
that rank injustice has been perpetra- 
ted upon a large number of innocent 
people. Besides, it is not going to quell 
men’s appetites for drink,and the effect 
will be that New York will become a 
State of law breakers rather than of 
law-ablding citizens. The moral effect 
of attempts on the part of legislative 
solons to legislate morals into the peo- 
ple or habits of life out of them has al- 
ways been disastrous to morality. It 
will bə so in this case. Intrigues on 
the part of soloonists to circumvent the 
law and the appetite for drink on the 
part of the public will make the law a 
farce and redound to the degradation 
of murals. 


SINCE the heads of police departments 
and others enthroned in local govern- 
ment have taken it upon themselves to 
arrest or order before them citizens 
without warrant or cause, it is time for 
the latter to form protective associa. 
tions for the purpose of entering suit 
against such cases, and all citizens of a 
community should become members of 
the same. It is a sad state of affairs 
when people must seek protection from 
those whom they have honored with 
high places in government. 


THE Ohio Sanate has passed a Civil 
Service law. May the House concur; 
for it is about time when scanning the 
many in official costume whose very 
physiognomy depicts ignorance, inabil- 
ity, апа incompetency to hold office or 
govern their betters. Politics in place 
of probity is the cause of our present 
financial depression and discontent. 
Material happiness is dependent on the 
money question, and the latter can only 
be sound when the government is sound 
with patriots and not politicians in of- 
fice. 


ANOTHER dear correspondent now 
tries to convince us of the opposite 
concerning our last editorial on the 
Robert’s question. We have given 
both sides a hearing already,and would 
like to believe bo h sides for the kindly 
feelings we have for them, but both can 
not ba right at the same time, and yet 
both may be under circumstances. 
May we all be forgiven for our short- 
comings—both for trying to be charita- 
ble where it is undeserving, and for not 
being so when it is needed.
